Precious Time Wasted in Washington 


Long before the Korean war broke out, Elder Statesman 


Bernard M. Baruch was exhorting our leaders to get indus- 
trial mobilization plans into shape. He repeated the urging 
so often he annoyed many people in the capital. 


Most of us probably wish now that he'd been paid more 


heed. For reports from Washington make it all too evident 
we aren't getting the decisive action on the preparedness 
front that the critical world situation demands. 


Observers generally agree that our military and eco- 


nomic planning lacks speed and coordination. 


For example, priority powers are shared by several agen- 


cies and no clear pattern of control has developed from their 
orders. Pronouncements on stabilizing the economy have 
come from the economic stabilizer, the price stabilizer, and 
W. Stuart Sj-mington, head of the National Security Re- 
sources board! 


The National Production Authority is setting limits on 


the output of numerous industries, yet the individual produc- 
ers in these fields aren't being told what their specific role 
is to be. NPA is admittedly proceeding largely by guess- 
work, since it doesn't know yet how big the defense program 
is going to be. 


The Munitions board and the Resources board have the 


job of working out that program. They haven't yet come 
up with it. For two valuable months this fall, the munitions 
group lacked a chairman. Seasoned reporters declare that 
instead of planning boldly and big, our top men are think- 
ing in limited terms, raising their sights reluctantly only 
When events control it_ 


In the nation's highest economic councils, then, there is 


vagueness, drift and indecision. And this serious circum- 
stance exists at a time when we are being told that strength 
and strength alone will deter the Soviet -Union from its aim 
to crush the whole free world. 


We have .that strength, but it is potential It ha* not been 


mustered in,a form that will impresg Russia. Actually, it is 
mainly, on paper. Said the Johnson senate committee earlier 
this fall: 'Taper work preparedness is only flimsy protec- 
tion against the threat we face." 


There is urgent need in Washington for a clear chain of 


responsibility leading upward to a single home front com- 
mander equipped with the authority to make his voice heard 
unmistakably. Symington doesn't now have that power, and 
precious time Is being wasted. We neeoV decision and dis- 
patch at the top level if we are to marshal our power in time. 


Let's Teach the Facts in Schools 


If a recent survey made of a group of high school seniors 


produced typical views, American education is giving the stu- 
dent a highly erroneous idea of how American industry oper- 
ates and the size of the profits it earns. 


These seniors were asked to estimate how much profit 


the average company makes. Their answers averaged 50 
per cent. The true figure, covering a long period of years, 
is about six per cent. 


They were asked to estimate the average investment 


per worker in American industry. Their figure was $81— 
while the proper answer would have been $8.000! 


They estimated that the annual return to industry's 
stockholders averages 24 per cent. Actually, it was three per 
cent on net assets in 1949—which was a good year for prac- 
tically all lines of enterprise. 


The same seniors, Dy a margin of 61 per cent, then said 


that they favored closer government regulation of business 
as against free competition whereas it is really free competi- 
tion that keeps profits and prices down. 


The point of all this is that ignorance and misunder- 


standings do more than anything else to create distrust of 
free enterprise. A man who honestly believes that business 
makes extortionate profits and operates solely for the bene- 
fit of a group of bloated plutocrats, is a man ripe for the 
phony blandishments of the socialists and the communists. 
Those who would destroy free enterprise and free govern- 
ment have small concern with the truth. They make the 
most of every misconception that exists in the public mind. 


Only those who know the facts can make intelligent de- 


cisions. And the place to start teaching those facts is in our 
schools and colleges. 


Just Waking Up Now? 


Speaking of the wreck-ridden Long Island railroad, an 


official of the Interstate Commerce Commission's Bureau of 
Safety made this statement: 


"In my experience this is the first railroad I've encoun- 


tered where the headway is so close and the traffic so dense 
at certain times that perhaps it requires special treatment 
with respect to safety devices." 


We don't know how long this official has been with the 


ICC, but off-hand his words sound ,ike quite an admission. 
The Long Island has been in existence a long time. It's been 
running under pretty much the same h^vy traffic conditions 
for a long time. 


The ICC safety bureau has jurisdiction over safety mat- 
ters on all Li. S. lines. \Vnat kirj of job can it be doing if 
it is just now becoming aware of the unique traffic Droblem 
raced by this busiest of all commuter railroads7 


In the light of this showing, congress might well take a 


good look at the ICCTs safety operations when it considers 
new funds for the agency next vear. 


A metal electronic tube may open the way for the wide- 
spread electrification of railroads. It is the key unit in new 
electric locomotives, and is a rectifier that converts alter- 
nating electric current from feed lines into direct current for 
the driving motors.

logger than it should be or that 
there is excessive delay in dis- 
charge of intestinal waste.

great deal of expert study has 
been given to constipation and the 
causes are well known- 


Diet, of course, has a gr«at deal 


to do with constipation- Too many 
people gulp their food down with- 
out allowing enough time for their 
meals. Many of th«j foods which 
we eat are so highly refined that 
they do not contain 
the 
bulk 


necessary to assist in proper 
movement of the bowels. 


In some parts of the worid and 


at some times of the year there 
are not enough fresh fruits and 
vegetables in the diet. These foods 
not only supply a large part of 
the bulk necessary but also aid in 
peristalsis or the wave-like move- 
ments of the intestine which, carry 
the waste down through the Intes- 
tinal tract. 


Another great cause of consti- 


pation is the abuse of laxatives. A 
great many people have the idea 
that if they clean themselves out 
once a wreck with a good strong 
purge it will be good for them. 
When they do this the normal 
rhythm of bowel evacuation 
is 


disturbed 
and usually not re- 


established for several days. 


Also the regular or in advised 


use of laxatives tends to Set up a 
bad habit of the bowel to that 
laxatives, have to be relied on more 
and more. 


Improper training and neglect, 


especially In childhood, have a. 
great deal to do with the condition 
ir. most cases. Much trouble comes 
from failure to set aside a regular 
time of day for a bowel movement. 
Also many people get into trouble 
because they do not yield at once 
to nature's call which may occur 
at any time. 


ESTABLISH GOOD HABIT 


Treatment of simple constipa- 


tion is usually successful unless 
the trouble has begun in child- 
hood or has lasted for a long time. 
The underlying 
cause, 
whether 


diet, neglect, or abuse of laxatives, 
first has to be corrected. 


Establishing good 
habits 
by 


having a bowel movement at a 
particular time of day and yield- 
ing to it when it comes are ex- 
tremely important. Exercise, too, 
helps to overcome constipation. 
It i m p r o v e s peristalsis and 
strengthens the muscles of the 
abdomen which aid in the expul- 
sion of waste matter. 


Of course elderly people have to 


be careful about what exercises 
they take and they may have to 
continue to rely on laxatives, at 
least to some extent.
